Los Angeles, February 7.—Mabes 
Normand collapsed over the coffin of 
William Desmond Taylor, murdered 
motion picture director, here late 
Tuesday. 

The little comedienne arrived at St. 
Paul’s pro-cathedral to attend the 
funeral of the famous director, who 
she was the last one to see alive. 

She approached the huge bronze 
casket slowly, dressed in deepest 
mourning and wearing a heavy veil. 

As she stood before the body she 
suddenly gasped, turned deadly white 
and collapsed, falling into the arms 
of: friends who rushed to her side. 

“fforts were made to take her 
from the church but the throng of 
curious onlookers around it was so 
great that she was led. back into the 
edifice, where; she remained through- 
out the services, and until she com- 
pletely regainéd her composure 
Miss Normand’s appearance was as 


*~* -dramatic as-it was unexpected, dnd 


far more beart-touching than any 
climax of a cinema plot ever directed 
by the murdered pieture genius. 

The bronze/casket was resting on 
the porch of the pro-cathedral before 
being taken to Hollywood. cemetery. 

A woman in black appeared, stood 
before the mute bound of bronze, sob 
bing as though her heart was break 
ing. She was not recognized as Miss 
Normand, the commedienne, at first. 


- but when she fell into the-arms of 


friends her -identity was recognized 
for her veil had fallen back. 

As she was taken away, through 
the dense mobs of humanity thai 
blackened and choked the streets for 
blocks around the cathedral, the 
body was borne into the church and 
the. services started. 

Cathedral Crowded. 

The cathedral was crowded with 
more than 2,000 people. Most of them 
famous in the’ screen world. 

One face that was missing in the 
throng of friends of the dead man 
was that of Mary Miles Minter, the 
little star who wrote: 

“I love you—i* love you—I love 
you” on her crested paper and seni 
it to her man Of mystery friend—who 
kept it in one of his favorite volumes 
in bis library. 

Miss Minter was said to have been 
so overcome by grief and shock that 
she could not atténd the funeral sery- 
ices. A squad of private detectives 
surrounded her home to keep intrud- 
ers from entering. 

Was Miss Minter There? 

But, while she was not recognized 
at the funeral, there was a persist- 
ent report that she was one of the 
heavily-veiled women who gat silent- 
ly and wept as- the last rites were 
being said for the dead man. If she 
was there, she left without being iden- 
tified. °.

Washington, February 7.—Prepa- 
ration of a definicency appropriation 
bill will be begun shortly by a sub- 
committee of the house appropria- 
tions committee, Chairman Madden 
announced today. ‘The measure, he 
said, will be ready for the house in 
a few weeks and passage will be ex- 
pedited to relieve urgent deficiencies 
which have arisen in various govern- 
ment departments. . 

Estimates totalling $180,704,281 
have been transmitted by President 
Harding for the consideration of the 
subcommittee, which will draft the 
bill.

Death Is Loser 
In Grim Vigil 


Mother and Brood Saved 
From Starvation After 
Days of Suffering. 


BY CONANT CONGDON. 

A few blocks away the gleam of 
incandescents shone through windows 
of warm, steam-heated apartments or 
homes, where glowing coals radiated 
warmth from big open grates. 

A few blocks away pantries and 
refrigerators held plentiful supplies 
of food. In many of these were del- 
‘icacies which many cannot afford. 

But in a worn tent in an otherwise 
vacant lot on Stewart avenue, near 
the city limits,-a mother clasped to 
baby—he was little, more than six 
years old—to her breast, while two 
cther boys, one 14 and the other 12, 
clutched with skinny hands at her 
frayed and insufficient garments. 

A bitter cold blast swept across 
the open space around the tent and 
gusts of wind swirled into the dimly 
lighted interior of the canvas where 
pegs were insecure. Underneath, 
the ground sent forth a chill . that 
could not be shaken. The little group 
huddled closer together. The small- 
est one whispered, but the others only 
held to each other in silence, their 
drawn, emaciated faces evidences 
enough of malntrition. : 


Wait for Death. 


Hopelessness was the keynote of 
this little group. No coal, no food, 
the destitute quartet bad given up 
days before. Starvation stared them 
in the face and death stalked, ready 
to enter the dreary tent when cold 
and lack of food should claim the 
four 

That was what Associated Chari- 
ties people found yesterday. A stone’s 
throw away were food and heat, yet 
rather thar give up in the hopeless 
waiting and end all, this mother and 
her brood of three held silence and 
were slowly starving. 

Now the mother is under physi- 
cian’s care at the Fulton Tower, while 
last night the three little tots, their 
flesh wasted way and their little 
bodies so lean that bony protuberances 
were apparent everywhere, were tuck- 
ed into warm beds at the American 
Rescue Workers’ home on Caritol 
avenue. Their condition is serious, 
but their mother’s condition is criti- 
cal. 

Father Deserted. 

It was not long. ago that Arthur

And with the pangs of hunger came 
the cold. There was one overcoat. 
Oscar wore it one night, Paul wore it 
the next, and John wore it the third 
night. It was comfort for a night of 


sleep disturbed by the forebodings of 
the chills the next two nights would 
bring. -

HARDING 10 GIVE 
PARLEY TREATIES 
10 SENATE SOON 


President Will Then Ont- 
line Views on Reduc- 
tions in Army and Navy 
Strengths. 


BORAH WANTS ARMY 
REDUCED TO 100,000 


Work Is Stopped on 
Warship Construction. 
Treaties May Be Ready 
This Week.

Washington, Kebruary 7.—Presi- 

dent Harding is expect to outline to 
congress his views on reductions in 
the military and naval forces when 
he submits the arms conference trea- 


ties to the senate. 
The treaties will be submitted this 


week, the president hopes. They await 


only submission of a report on the 
arms conference by the American dele- 
gation. This report is:now being pre- 
pared. 

Already efforts are under way. in 
congress to make drastic cuts in both 
the army and navy personnel. But 
the president will oppose legislation 
which might impair the utility of 
either branth as a defensive agency. 
No country, he beiieves, should neg- 
lect its defense. ‘durther, he holds, if 
the personnel of the navy is reduced 
too greatly, the capital ship ratio es- 
tablished by the naval limitation treaty 
will be destroyed. 


‘ Borah Would Cut Army. 


The president would not be averse : 


to a reduction in the navy from 
107,000 to 80,000 men. Any further 
reductions in the army’s present en- 
listed strength of 150,000, he believes, 
would hinder the war department’s 
elaborate program for establishing a 
large peace-time reserve, with a highly 
efficient regular force as a nucleus. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, already 
has come out for an army of 100,000. 
The work.of the arms conference, in 
Borah’s opinion, should be immediately 
translated into a reduction of govern- 
mental expenditures. 

“We had an army of 150,000 men 
and about 13,000 officers . before the 
‘conference was .catled,”” said Borah: 
“If we felt secure with an army of 
this size prior to the conference, it 
would seem, therefore, in view of the 
accomplishments of the conference, 
that we ought to reduce the army to 
100,000 men at the very most, and 
the number of officers by half. This 
would save nearly $100,000,000 a 
year. .It would also be the best evi- 
dence of our own faith in the pro- 
gram initiated at the conference.” 

Borah also demanded ‘that the 
American troops remaining on the 
Rhine be immediately brought home. 

May Deliver Personally. 

The president has not decided 
whether to go before the senate in 
person when he submits the treaties. 
He may do this, or may transmit them 
with a-message. 

Whether spoken or written, the 
message will appraise the work of the 
conference, and urge speedy ratifica- 
tion of the treaties so their benefits 
may be immediately secured. The 
president is expected to tell of the de- 
sire to make the necessary readjust- 
ments in the naval establishment as 
quickly. as possible. 

The president believes the treaties 


will be ratified without great delay, 
or widespread objection, after there 


has beeh discussion warranted by the 
magniture of the proposals the treaties 
embody. 
Work on Ships Stopped. 
Construction work on vessels to be 


scrapped, meantime, has been stopped 
by executive order. The building pro- 
gram has not been completely aban- 
doned, however, and will not be until

BRITISH PRAISE 
ARMS PARLEY AS 


Speeches of King and 
Premier Both Laud Ac- 
complishments of Wash- 
ington Conference. 


LLOYD GEORGE REFERS 
TO ROW IN IRELAND 


Asks English Not to 
Rush In and Take 
Sides in Dispute oe 
tween Irish.

London, February 7.—Both in the 

speeches of King George.and Premier 
aoyd George, upon the opening of 
the Sritish parliament, ‘the Washing- 
ton conference received an unusual 
share of attention, and was hailed as 
a highly successful effort at interna- 
tional conciliation and world-wide 
peace. 

The tone of these speéches was also 
reflected in the remarks from the floor 
of the commons by other government 
speakers, who praised the work of 
President Harding and the American 
government in the highest terms. 

‘One of the greatest achievements 
in the history of the world,” Livyd 
George cajled the conference. Later 
the premier declared that the effect of 
the meeting at the American capital 
would be to save millio\%s in the cur- 
rent year’s expenses of the British 
empire.

ShortageCharges 


Charges of alleged shortage in the 
accounts of O. O. Ray, former city 
clerk. of Kirkwood, contained in an 
audited report made to city council 
Monday afternoon by M. B. Torbett, 
public accountant, will be considered 
by the tax committee at its next meet- 
ing on February 15. Ray is charged 
with a shortage of $3,123, and the 
auditor stated the deficit might be 
“double the amount.” 

The alleged discrepancies were vol- 
untarily reported by Ray just prior 
to Kirkwood’s annexation by Atlanta. 

The following state was furnished 
to The Constitution Tuesday by T. J. 
Bryan, former mayor of Kirkwood: 

This morning’s Constitution carries a 
report of Auditor M. B. Torbett concerning 
certain shortages in the accounts of the 
former clerk of the town of Kirkwood, and 
this report inferentialy seeks to show that 
former administrations condoned, or sought 
to condone, such alleged shortages. 

At the end of the year 1920 the mayor 
and council of the town of Kirkwood em- 
ployed Mr. Torbett to audit the town’s 
books—this being done after he had ap- 


/ parently shown suitable recommendations as 


to his ability to properly handle such audits, 
sod after he had made an audit of the books 
ne reported that the books were in excellent 
condition, and even went so far in his report 


}; as to make enecial reference to the effi- 


ciency and honesty of the clerk. During 
the latter part of the year 1921, when we 
were endeavoring to wind up the affairs of 
the town of Kirkwood, preparatory to merg- 
ing with the city of Atlanta, the clerk on 
his own initiative reported’ inaccuracies 
in his accounts to the amount of approxi- 
mately $3,100, and at the same time offered 
to make good all of these deficiencies by 
transferring all es his pronerty to the town 
of Kirkwood, pon investigation (it de- 
veloping that a large portion of the short- 
age renresented interest and costs, and

fn "ull settlement of the 
town had against him by reason of such 


resolution was 
duly offered by 
ef council, authorizing the town of Kirk- 
woul to make a settlement as ontlined — 
and this resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed by the following gentlemen who com- 
posed the councilmanic beard of the town:

However, before taking this action, the

After the passage of this resolution, as 
was customary the same was duly spread 
upon the minutes of the town of Kirkwood;

Atlanta. This was done, and after the 
whole matter was fully explained to Mr. 
Key. it was decided that in view of all 


of the pe sagenectr circumstances relating. 


to the clerk’s conduct, he would be retained 
by the city of Atlanta. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Torbett, 

as above stated, andited the books of the 
town of Kirkwood at the end of the year 
1920. and reported them as being in. good 
condition (when as a matter of fact the 
ereater nortion of the diccrenencies, accord- 
ing to the clerk’s admission, have existed 
for many years past), it is unfortunate that 
Mr. Torbett, after two audits, is quoted 
as being unable fo state the exact amount 
of the discrepancies of the books of Kirk- 
wood.

First Warning. 

Seventy-two guests, permanent and 
transient, werg registered at the ho- 
tel. An Ominous roll of smoke from 
the stairs of the basement, where the 
barbershop and boiler room were lo- 
cated, gave the first warning of the 
conflagration to T. D. Frey, night 
clerk of the old hostelry. Frey 
screamed an alarm and rushed to the 
fire box in front of Grant’s drug store 
on the opposite corner.

Taking 
a position in the alley in the rear 
of the hotel, the company ran up its 
extension ladders and spread its life 
nets. me

mond. and whose residence is given 
as Atlanta, is not listed in the city or 
telephone directories here. 

Firemen Injured. * 

Five firemen are reported to have 
been injured late this afternoon when 
a part of the Lexington hotel walls 
collapsed. The injuries were not se- 
rious, and the men were taken to their 
homes. 

Director of Public Safety Meyers 
announced late this afternoon the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to 
investigate the catastrophe. It will 
be composed of leading architects and 
contractors of Richmond and Building 
Inspector Butler.

Director Dawes went on to say 
that “it took a month’s persuasion

Some time ago, ft ‘will be re- 
membered, one bureau of the war 
department had an immense quan- 
tity of. cement for which it had no 
use, following the armistice. An- 
other bureau of the same depart- 
ment needed a lot of cement. The 
bureau which had the cement sold 
it at a sacrifice to a private bidder, 
who immediately resold it to the 
bureau needing it, making a profit 
of several dollars a_ barrel! 

What Dawes is trying to do is to 
eliminate the red tape—or what- 
ever it is—which prevented the 
navy from using the army specifi- 
cation brooms; the marine corps 
from utilizing the shirts for which 
the army had no use, and one 
branch of the army service from 
taking éver cement from another 
branch, thus eliminating a civilian 
middleman’s enormous profit. 

That is to say, he is trying to 
dispense with an army of pur- 
chasing agents and clerks; to cor- 
relate the different departments 
of the government in the matter 
of purchasing supplies and equip- 
ment; to stop as many as possible 
of the thousand and one holes 
through which the public funds are 
pouring each year and each month 
to waste.

This mile square strip is given over 
to 50,000 colored folk, whose ances- 
tors trod the veldt and jungle. Here 
they live in apartment house splendor 
with shops, theaters and churches of 
their own. 

There is a true metropolitan tang 
to that part of Lexington avenue that 
runs through the Black Belt. Deli- 
‘eatessens, beauty parlors, dog and 
bird shops, smart haberdasheries, tea 
dansants and pawnshops dot the sec- 
tion—all patronized exclusively by 
blacks. 

It has its daily newspaper—The 
Negro World, edited by a man who 
is president of a steamship line and 
a chain of laundries, himself a negro. 
The Black Belt is not a shambles 
with tumble-down shanties of the 
levee. The apartment. houses and 
stores are as fine as those on upper 
Broadway. 

The churches are modern struc- 
tures and embrace every faith. One 
claims to be the only true exponent 
of Hebraism. There is of course the 
aristocratic section and the slums, the 
latter being the rendezvous of the 
desperado Boddy.

HEALTH TALKS

1. ENLARGED TONSILS. 


In the Journal of: Experimental 
Medicine last June, Drs. Murpby, 
Witherby, Craig, Hussey and Strum 
report the results of X-ray treatment 


of 46 individuals. Some of the pa- 
tients had also adenoid enlargement. 
In all but four cases the X-ray treat+ 


ments were followed by marked 
shrinking of the tonsils and adenoid 
masses, and with this gradual shrink- 
ing, which extended over a period 0i 
muny weeks, the tonsillar openings 
or ¢erypts were drained of their ac- 
| cumulations -of detritus or septic or 
' foul material. As the shrinking proc- 
ess started by the X-ray exposures 
progressed the 
tonsils assumed a normal appearance. 
More important than that, however, 
was the effect of the treatment on 
the bacteria harbored in the crypts 
or openings of the tonsils and ade 
noids. It was found by Drs. Murphy. 
Witherby, Craig, Hussey et al that 
strains or clans of hemolytic germs— 
that means germs which have the 
wicked capacity of destroying blood 
cells and undermining the  host’s 
health—such as are commonly present 
in the crypts of infected tonsils and 
commonly responsible for such sys- 
temic effects as duodenal ulcer, ap 
pendicitis, gallstones, and  secalled 
“rheumatism,” these strains of strep- 
tocdcci and staphylococci (delightful 
medical jawbreakers meaning respec- 
tively chains of cocci or individual 
spheroid germs,and bunches of such 
germs resembling bunebes of grapes) 
disappeared from the tonsils usually 
within four weeks of X-ray tréat- 
ment. 

Some other investigators have re- 
ported less favorable results from 
X-ray treatment of the tonsils in lieu 
of surgical removal. 

X-ray treatment is much more ex- 
pensive than surgical removal; takes 
many weeks of treatment as com- 
pared with three or four days of 
“are necessary when tonsils are fte- 
moved; the ultimate effect is less 
certain with X-ray treatment: and 
even if the most favorable results 
are gained, the patient still has his 
tonsils which are still as susceptible 
to infection as ever. I don’t know 
whether I should choose X-ray treat- 
ment or surgical excision if my own 
tonsils were concerned, but I think 
I should give the X-ray a whirl if 
a child's tonsils were. concerned, ai- 
though children who contract diseased 
tonsils in our poorly ventilated, over- 
crowded, unsanitated schools derive 
nothing but benefit, and very great 
benefit, from the surgical removal oi 
the tonsils. 

For merely large tonsils, X-ray is 
ideal, as for adenoids. For infected 
or diseased tonsils, the alternative is 
still unsettled.

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Issue for Roads 
And State Institutions 


Editor Conétitution: The letter 
of Hon. Toombs DuBose, of Clarke 
county opposing the road bond is- 
sue on the ground that it would 
“starve the educational 


tions’ séemed to be stated most un- 
fortunately. I was glad to see 
that you called attention to some 
of its fallacies in an editorial on 
the same page and pointed out that 
the causes of the two groups desir- 
ing improvements for the state are 
common. . 

While I agree with some of Mr. 
DuBose’s statements concerning the 
$75,000,000 bond issue, I believe that 
thinking people all over the. state 
favor some provision for good roads 
and feel that some sort of bond is- 
sue is necessary to secure the aid 
of the United States government in 
these improvements. I believe it 
would be extremely unfortunate for 
the impression to get abroad that 
the friends of higher education are 
opposed to road bonds. I think 
most of the alumni of our institu- 
tions, who are progressive citizens, 
will favor any proposal for expendi- 
tures for roads which are within 
the means of the state and which 
will allow a harmonious growth 
of our educational system. . They 
are desirous of Knowing that the 
bonds they favor have a chance of 
being passed. 

It is apparent to those who @tudy 
the finances of the state that, even 
with a revised tax system, a $75,- 
000,000 bond issue would be too 
heavy a2 burden for the present. 
The interest on this amount at § 
per cent is $3,500,000 per —— If, 
as is now proposed, the bonds run 
fifty years, $1,500,000 must. be put 
aside annually in order to pay them 
off. This is a total sinking and in+ 
terest fund of $5,259,000 per year 
to pay off these bonds. 

$5,000,000 Per Year. 

Of course, with the investment of 
the sinking fund, the amount set 
aside to pay interest could be ree 
duced, but for the first ten years, 
an average of about $5,000,000 would 
have to be set aside from the state’s 
revenues. This is about half the 
total now expended annually for all 
purposes by the state. Added to the 
state’s present absolutely necessary 
and wholly inadequate approprias- 
tions this is staggering. ‘Even if 
the $1,850,000 from the auto tag 
sales and the $1,000,000 gasoline tax 
could be alloted to this purpose, an 
additional $2,150,000 would have to 
be appropriated annually from 
other sources to meet the debt. 


Besides this, the legislature of 
last year allotted the auto tag tax 
to the counties in proportion to the 


amount that they pay in. °* It is, 
therefore. doubtful if they could 
divert this to the payment of the 
bonds. Again, the gasoline tax 
was passed in order to relieve the 
hard pressed state treasury and en- 
able the payment of appropriations 
for which there” was no money 
available. It would, therefore, work 
a hardship to divert this tax to the 
payment of road bonds. 

These cold figures force the real 
friends of good roads to the cone 
clusion that a $80.000.000 bond is- 
sue is much nearer what the state 
can stand than is a $75,000,000 is- 
sue. Everyone who really wants 
improvements both in roads and in 
institutions will agree that in order 
to get them it is necessary that 
the combined amounts must. be 
within the means of the state. On 
this basis a $30,000,000 issue for 
roads and a $10,000,0 issue for ed: 
ucation could justify-itself in the 
face of active opposition. An issue 
of $75,000,000 for roads alone could 
hardly do so. 

Another minor feature of the 
present road proposition which is 
bad is that the proposed bonds are 
to run for 50 years. This is too 
long. It woulda mean that our 
children’s children would be paying 
for the roads. It would mean that 
long before the construction of 
roads was paid for, maintenance 
costs will have amounted to more 
than the original cost. This is 
universally recognized as unsound 
policy. 

For roads, therefore, it seems that 
a $30,000,000 issue running for 30 
years will be sounder finance, will} 
be sufficient to meet the federal 
appropriation dollar for dollar and 
will be far more likely to be favora- 
bly voted upon. 

Buildings Needed. 

For educational and eleemosynary 
institutnons the crying need is for 
buildings. These buildings can no 
more be built from the current reve- 
nues of the state than can farm 
and store buildings be conveniently 
erected from a single year’s prof- 
its. It is necessary to borrow to 
build them. 

There has been no state appropri- 
ation for a new building at the 
university or at Georgia Tech for 
the past twenty years. The State 
Normal school at Athens is almost 


as badly off, while the State 
Agricultural college, the Milledge- 
ville Normal and Industrial college, 
South Georgia Normal and Dahlone- 
ga are in but little better condition. 
The recent report on the insane asy- 
lum indicates the pitiful inadequacy 
of its buildings, and the State insti- 
tutions for the feebleminded and the 
tubercular are little more than be- 
ginnings. This latter group are 
not doing what they should. do for 
the care of the unfortunates and the 
relief of communities from the dan- 
ger of the presence of these afflict- 
ed people. This is simply because 
they cannot decently houSe half the 
people they ought to have. 

The minimum needs of the state 
institutions amount to $10,000,000, 
and this sum would do little more 
than make up for the building defi- 
ciencies of the last twenty years, 
Progressive citizens would be glad 
to see a $75,000,000 road bond issue 
forroads anda $25,000.000 issue for 
institutions, but the state can’t stand 
Tt, and will not pass it. An issue 
of $40,000,000 for the two is nearer 
in proportion to the issue of $25,000,- 
000 for roads and institutions ree 
cently, authorized in Alabama and 
the issue of $40,000,000 recently 
passed in North Carolina. 


This proposal is reasonable. Such 
bonds could be retired in blocks 
running from 5 to 30 years by set- 
ting aside an annual average sum 


of $2,360,000 per year. For the 
first five years this interest and 
sinking fund 'would amount to about 
$3,000,000, but would decrease rap- 
idly after that. 


The farmer wants to ride com- 
fortably, wants advantages for his 
children and care for the unfortu- 
nates in the community. He wants 
to be reasonably proud of his home 


state. It is, therefore, likely that 
he will be open-minded on the prop- 
osition .of issuing $40,000,000 in 
bonds to cover the minimum nee- 
essary improvements. It is the 
only way they can be obtained with- 
in the next ten or fifteen years.

W. Camp Discusses, Organization 
Of Protection for College Men 


Maintains That Properly 
Conducted Body Would 
Do Much Good, But 
Points Out Perils. 


BY WALTER CAMP. 
A new development has emerged 
from the welter of disclosures and 
confessions as to amateur standing of 
college athletes which grew, out of the 
now-famous football game between 
Carlinviiie and Taylorville. It is 
new possible to form a protective as- 
sociation among college players. . They 
exact purpose of such an associatio 
has not yet been established. : 
If such a body were to be operated 
along right lines and in conjunction 
with the college authorities, it might 
prove a most excellent thing. But if 
its’ purpose is to protect those who 
violate their amateur standing and 
render them immune from the conse- 
quences of trading their athletic abili- 
ty for money or its equivalent, Jt is 
doomed to dismal failure. 
The writer declared more than three 


years ago that the greatest menace. 


to college athletics was “the lure of: 
the long green.” That prediction has 
been borne out. Recent disclosures 
have placed more than a score of mid- 
dle. wéstern’ pthicter under .the .ban, 
but if the affair brings home to both 
college. authorities and college players 
the necessity of cleaning house thor- 
oughly and taking some steps that will 
keep college athletics clean, star 
playets will not have been sacrificed 
in vain. 
Keynote Struck. 

President James R. Angell, of Yale, 
in a recent announcement, struck the 
keystone of the situation when he said, 
regarding athletics facilities: 

“As these facilities improve, we 
can proceed rapidly with a_ policy 
which will get every physically-fit lad 
into recreation sport of some kind with 
beneficial results to the college.” 

We need more field room and fa- 
cilities if we are to take care of all 
the men who would like to play in the 
universities. 

If the University of California suc- 
ceeds in securing the services of Dr. 
Charles M. Wharton as athletic di- 
rector, as seems likely now, the Pa- 
cific coast mstitution should receive 
the highest congratulations. There is 
no man in the country who has a 
broader knowledge of sports as the 
physical fitness than Dr. Wharten. 

Pennsylvania - will lose a coming 
magn if he determiines to accept the 
California position, but the chance for 
bigger and broader growth on the 
coast, with its all-the-year-round sea- 
sons, would appeal to any investigator 
in the development of youth.

Testifying recently before the com- 
mittée Yarbrough declared he saw the 
soldier shot by the squad north of 
the Argonne and that he was. close

Colonel Dorey said that harrowing 
experiences at the front often caused 
soldiers to make statements in good 
faith as to events which never hap- 
pened. f

other army officers testified they 
never heard of the incident Yarbrough 
described or of any illegal shootings. 

Nine ‘civilians, some former service 
men of the third division, also denied 
hearing of any such acts while in 
France.

New ‘security issues floated in the 
United States in the year 1921 ex- 
ceeded those of the previous year, but 
fell short of the total for 1919. New 
issues last year, in.-uding refunding 
securities, aggregated $4,231,320,478 
against $4,010,048,184 in 1920 and 
$4,361,188,860 in 1919. A good part 
of last year’s total, however, was 
made up of issues put out for re- 
funding purposes, and, therefore, in- 
volved to that extent no increase in 
the total amount of capital issues out- 
standing in the country. 

The strictly new demands upon the 
investment markets for the year, ac- 
cording to the compilation made by 
The Commercial and Financial Chron- 
icle, amounted to $3,574,827,096 
against $3,634,834,192 in 1920 and 
$3,552,403.198 in 1919. 

Marked Falling Off. 

In the case of corporate financing 
there was a marked falling off in the 
new capital demands, the amount of 
this having been only $1,821,919,761 

in 1921 against $2,710,011,386 in 
1920. and $2,303,328,636 in 1919. 
This, it is pointed out, is independent 
of the issues put out to take up pre- 
existing obligations of one kind or an- 
other, the amount of which last year 
was $597,902,960 against $256,293,- 
311 in 1919. ‘The large total for re- 
funding purposes last year was due in 
part to the issue of $230,000,000 
Northern Pacific-Great Northern rail- 
way joint 6 1-2 per cent convertible 
bonds, thich were put out to take up 
an outstanding issue of almost like 
amount.

BIG EXPORT GAIN 


MADE BY JU. S&S. 


. Finished manufactures exported 
from the United States in*the calen- 


dar year 1921 formed a larger percent- 
age of our exports than in any pre- 
war year and their values, despite 
the 1921 fall in prices, was more than 
double that of any year preceding the 
war. 

Of course, it was not to be expect- 
ed, says The Trade Record of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, that 
the group “manufactures for use in 
manufacturing,” would form as. large | 
a percentage of the exports in 1921 
as in pre-war years, for most of this 
class of material exported was sent 
to the factories of Europe, which 
have not yet resumed their pre-war 
activities and purchases. But finish- 
ed manufactures, which go directly 
from the United States to the non- 
manufacturing sections of the world, 
South America, Asia, Oceania, Africa 
and our North American neighbors, 
actually formed 37 per cent of the 
exports of the country in the calen- 
dar year 1921 against only 31 per cent 
in the fiscal year 1914, per cent in 
1910, 24 per cent in 1 and 15 per 
cent in 1890. Even at the greatly 
reduced prices of 1921 the total value 
of finished manufactures exported was 
$1,625,000,000 against only $725,000,- 
000 in the fiscal year 1914, $500,000.,- 
000 in 1910, $332,000,000 in 1900, 
$133,.000,000 in 1890 and $93,000,000 
in 1880. » 

It is quite apparent from these fig- 
ures, adds the bank’s statement, that | 
| our manufacturers arc sending abroad 
a constantly increasing share of their 
products. Of course, it is impossi- 
ble to state in exact figures the per- 
centage of the manufactures which 
pass out of the country, for the rea- 
son that our only record of manufac- 
tures exported is by law their value 
“at the time of exportation and at 
the port from which they leave the 
United States,” while the censyps rec- 
ord of manufactures produced is, of 
course, that at the factory, often far 
' distant from the port of exportation, 
/and the record of production taken 
only quinquennially while that of ex- 
portation is annual or even monthly. 
But it is quite evident that the per- 
centage of growth in exports.of man- 
ufactures is far greater than the per- 
centage of growth in production, and 
thus apparent that the manufactur- 
ers are increasing the share of their 
manufactures which they send abroad. 
The official figures of manufactures 
produced in the United States in 1919 
are $62,427,825,000 as against $9,- 
372,000,000 in 1889, thirty years ear- 
lier, the output of 1919 being thus 
approximately seven times as much as 
in 1889, while the value of manufac- 
turs exported in 1919, $5,120,000,000, 
is fifteen times as large as that of 
1889, and if we consider only finish- 
ed manufactures the record of 1919 is 
nineteen times as great as that of 
1889. Manufactures produced in 1919 
show an increase of 54 per cent over

—Cheerful news regarding new 
building to be done at once in Colum- 
bus and vicinity and assurances from 
local employers of labor that they are 
making every effort to provide work 
fur those who have been unemployed 
were received at the emergency bu- 
reau of the chamber of commerce to- 
day. ‘The Central of Georgia railway 
company is to build a new coaling 
station here and announcement was 
made that local labor would be used 
exclusively on this project. 

A group of forty residences is to be 
built at once on Twelfth avenue and 
additional labor will be required for 
this construction, which is in addition 
to many individual residences now be- 
ing built in the city and suburbs. 

The Bickerstaff Brick company add- 
--ed thirty laborers to its roll, the Bibb 
Manufacturing company is enlarging 
its force to some extent, and the Co- 
lumbus Manufacturing company’s mill 
‘is running day and night. . 

Various individual citizens telephon- 
ed the emergency bureau today, to se- 
eure. workmen for jobs that they de- 
cided to have done in order to deerease 
the list of unemployed. 

Practically all the industries here are 
in operation and the number of unem- 
ployed locally is due to the large num- 
ber of people who have flocked to Co- 
lumbus from various Georgia and 
Alabama sections and from the north.

Jackson, Miss., February 7.—The 
$10U,000 damage suit filed against 
Governor Lee M. Kussell by Miss 
Frances ‘. Birkhead, of New Orleans, 
charging him with seduction and re 
sponsibility for a criminal abortion, 
will be calied for trial at the May term 
of federal court in this city. 

Copies of the declaration and Miss 
Birknead’s statement and lengthy af- 
fidavit setting forth her alleged illicit 
relations with the governor were pro- 
cured by Governor Russell from the 
clerk of the court last night and he 
was in conference until a la‘e hour 
with friends and attorneys. 

It is understood that the governor’s 
defense will be prepared by Judge 


Cassidv. of Brookhaven. These two 
attorneys defended Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Theodore G. Bilbo several years 
ago when he was indicted for alleged 
bribe-taking. 

Miss Birkhead did not come te 
Jackson for the filing of !‘.er suit. 
She is now in New Orleans and is said 
to be an invalid as a result of the two 
operations that have been performed. 
On November 26, last, she underwent 
a surgical operation at a New Orleans 
infirmary, since which time she has 


in a pitiable plight, according to her 
sworn statement. 

In a lengthy statement issued last 
night Governor Russell bitterly de- 
nounced the charge of Miss Birkhead 
as “an infamous blackmail.” 


PLAINTIFF DENTES 
GOVERNOR’S CHARGE. 

New Orleans, February 7.—In a 
sworn statement made here today, Miss 
Frances C. Birkhead, who yesterday 
filed a $100,000 damage suit alleging 
seduction against Governor Lee M. 
Russell, of ‘Mississippi, denied an al- 
leged statement by the governor last 
night that she was being used by his 
political enemies in an _ effort to 
“blacken his character.” 

Miss Birkhead declared that no in- 
dividual, corporation or political fae- 
tion ‘is behind her, and that she was 
carrying on her fight for what she 
declares is just remuneration for her 
wrongs alone, without outside help. 

Miss Birkhead also denies every 
charge in the governor’s statement re- 
fleeting upon her character, calling at- 
tention to a newspaper dispatch quot- 
ing former Governor Bilbo as saying 
he had on one occasion given her a 
sum of money for the governor. 

“Tf I were such a terrible woman, 
why did Governor Russell give me a 
place in his office, invite me into his 
home and ask me to marry him?” she 
asks in concluding her statement.

The academy's committee had pre- 
sented six names as candidates te 
succeed the late Edmund Perrier. The 
five men nominated withdrew their 
names when they found out Madame 
Curie’s name was on the list and she 
obtained 64 votes against 15 blanks. 
President. Behal proclaimed her an 
elected member. ‘The election must 
be ratified by President Millerand. 

The queen of Rumania is a eorre- 
sponding member of the Academy of 
Fine Arts, and Madame LeBrun, noted 
French painter (1755-1842), was a 
member of the Royal Academy which 
preceded the present institution. But 
Madame Curie is the first woman to 
be a full member of the present or- 
ganization.
